Men of Torrance and 'other
Southland cities which make up|
the 578th Engineer Combat Bat-
talion decided to give a church
to the remote Japanese village
of Yamoto soon aftetr they ar-
rived in Japan last April. '

And, although the battalion
has been fighting in Korea with
the 40th Division since January,
contributions continue to roll in,

Battalion Chaplain Chester O.
Mulder announced recently that
the 678th's contributions already
amount to more than $1500,

In addition, the Church of
the Nazarene's Japan organi-
zatlon has agreed to match
the battalion fund, dollar for
dollar, so that the projected
$8000 structuré will be com-
pleted by late summer.

The story of “A Church for
Yamoto” started last spring,
when the battalion, then on se-
curity duty in Japan, moved in-
to nearby Camp

“It was a thrill to speak to|
these men' who were willing to|
risk their lives for their coun-
try in this way,” Mr. Killman's
report reads “We spoké of an-
cther Man who laid down His
life for them. Many of' them
responded.”
